SITES ARE BOOKED IN A 


MONTH’S SALES CAMPAIGN

ANUFACTURERS in many trades are making early applica- 

tion for space at next year’s British Industries Fair (London 

and Birmingham, May 3-14), and taking advantage of the 
opportunity already announced in the Board of Trade Journal of 
selecting their own sites. Half the sites at Earls Court and 
Olympia, London, have been reserved within a month of opening 
the B.I.F. sales campaign. 

At Olympia the space allotted to the fancy goods section is already 
nearly sold out, and there is very little space left in the boats and 
marine equipment section, although the latter section, introduced 
for the first time this year, proved so popular that double the space 
for it has been reserved at the 1954 Fair. The jewellery section 
is also rapidly filling up, and the pianoforte section promises to be 
more representative than ever before. ‘There is also a good demand 
for space in the sections devoted to scientific and optical instruments 
and to office equipment. 

The pre-fabricated buildings section promises to be more popular 
even than at the last Fair, when it was a novelty. Many orders for 
space have been received, and about half she allocation has gone. 
Among the exhibits in this section will be a fully equipped pre- 
fabricated hospital like that which was sold to Liberia following 
inquiries at this year’s B.I.F. ‘The section devoted to toys and 
pga omises to be as good as in previous years, if not better. 

aye held by the “ Toy Trader” showed the B.LF. 
to be the most popular of the trade’s exhibition ventures. 

Birmingham Chamber of Commerce are also receiving many 
orders for space at the Castle Bromwich section of the Fair, which 
is largely concerned with the heavier industries. 

Typical of the sort of letter received from exhibitors who have 


shown profitably at previous Fairs is that from a chemical manu- 
facturing firm whose executive says of their participation in 1953: 
“ By lunch time on the opening day we had paid all expenses for 
the exhibition.” There now follow the views of a few others among 
regular exhibitors who have found that the “B.I.F. means 
business.” 


Pre-fabricated Buildings 


Ludwell & Co. Ltd., Coventry 


THESE manufacturers of pre-fabricated buildings state that 
exhibiting at the B.I.F. is the cheapest form of advertising. Records 
kept over three years show that total costs are under 3 per cent. of 
sales effected as a direct result of exhibiting at the Fair. Costs 
include rent ; erection of stand, depreciation on stand assuming a life 
of ten years ; salaries to representatives employed on the stand ; 
refreshments and drinks. 

Mr. A. M. Lees, Sales Manager, explained : “ We key every sale 
and we know the origin of over 80 per cent. of business. We are 
able, therefore, to show costs against return in orders. Business as 
a direct result of the B.L.F. has been very substantial. Our records 
prove beyond any shadow of doubt that exhibiting at the Fair is 
far and away the cheapest form of advertising for us. We use 
other advertising media but none has been as cheap or productive 
as the B.LF.” 

He stated that results appear from eight to twelve months after the 
Fair, that for his company the average order has been worth £800 
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and the best single order worth £4,000. The company exhibited 
for the first time in 1951. It was the first major exhibition that they 
had undertaken. The response was immediate and some very g 
sales were made. “‘ It set the pace for the year for us,”’ said Mr. Lees 
** and the same has been true of 1952 and 1953. We know now that 
if we have a good B.I.F. we are well away for the year.” 

Export business completed as a result of exhibiting includes a theatre 
for Jamaica, industrial buildings for Canada and Ceylon and industrial 
and farm buildings for Australia and New Zealand. Home business has 
also been good. Mr. Lees stated that industrial buildings—‘‘ business 
based essentially on the B.I.F. exhibit ’—had increased by 50 per 
cent. each year. Experience has shown the company that there are 
three essentials if the most is to be got out of exhibiting at the Fair :-— 

(1) An executive should be available on the stand because many 
inquirers will deal only with principals. 

(2) The stand must be adequately staffed during the luncheon 
hour. A survey has shown that more than the average number 
of inquiries are made during the meal breaks. 

(3) Sales staff should be hand picked and adequately briefed. 
Linguistic qualifications are obviously desirable. 


Pottery 


Royal Crown Derby Porcelain Co. Ltd., Derby 


THE first appearance of this firm at the British Industries Fair this 
year was an outstanding success from every point of view, as not only 
did the company stage an exhibit which was generally admired but, 
as a direct result of the increase in orders from overseas since the Fair, 
Crown Derby has had to open new premises for the first time in its 
long history. 

Mr. Phillip I. Robinson, Chairman and Managing Director, said 
that they had decided to exhibit at the B.I.F. this year in response to 
a direct appeal from the President of the Board of Trade to all fine 
china firms, and he was entirely satisfied with the resultant increase 
in home and overseas business. ‘The company would certainly be at 
the Fair in 1954 as, although Crown Derby was known and admired 
all over the world, they had been overwhelmed with buyers at the 
Fair and at their Derby china works afterwards. Since the Fair 
they had secured increased orders from Mexico, Rhodesia, Pakistan, 
India, Ceylon, Portugal and Switzerland as well as from overseas 
countries which had constituted their normal markets for many years. 
Mr. Robinson emphasized the vital importance of good presentation 
and the exhibiting of top grade goods. For the first time Crown 
Derby presented cutlery at Olympia in presentation boxes and china 
in elaborately ornamented cartons, and this proved an immediate 
success. One Canadian firm had ordered 30,000 cartons of china 
largely because they had been attracted by the packaging. 

“If firms will use the Fair to exhibit top grade merchandise only 
and take the trouble to present it attractively, they cannot go wrong,” 
said Mr. Robinson, “ but there is no doubt that some of the material 
shown is not first class and I heard that comment from many overseas 
buyers last April. If Britain wants to make the British Industries 
Fair a real mirror of her achievements she must make sure that only 
the best is shown in the finest possible setting.” 


Typewriters 


British Typewriters Ltd., West Bromwich 


MR. N. W. R. MAWLE, the managing director, is sure that the 
British office machinery industry owes much to the B.I.F.—and 
particularly to something that happened at the 1926 Fair. In that 
year King George V, touring the B.I.F., stopped at a typewriter 
company’s stand for which Mr. Mawle was responsible and inquired 
about business. ‘To the consternation of those in attendance upon 
the King the young salesman did not give the conventional reply—he 
pointed out that it would be a great deal better if His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment were to use British instead of foreign typewriters. From that 
day until war broke out in 1939, says Mr. Mawle, the Government 
bought nothing but British machines. Mr. Mawle was at that time 
a sales manager. Now, as a managing director, he is still showing at 
the B.I.F.—next year will in fact be his 26th Fair. Although his 
typewriters are exported to many parts of the world, he is continually 
looking for new overseas markets, and emphasises the value of the 
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British Industries Fair as a meeting place for his representatives 
from both home and overseas, as well as helping him to select and 
appoint new agents. Also of considerable importance to him is the 
need to attract home buyers. ‘‘ In my line of business,” he said 
‘it is only possible to build up and maintain an export market on the 
foundation of good home sales. ‘That is why I am particularly glad 
that it was decided to admit the public every afternoon to the 1953 
Fair. And even if people cannot buy everything that they see, it is 
a good thing from all points of view to let them know what British 
industry can 

[Editorial note :—Mr. Mawle had one criticism of the B.I.F.— 
he did not think that enough money had been spent in the past in 
advertising the Fair in the United Kingdom. We were able to 
reassure him on that point, and told him that the publicity campaign 
to attract exhibitors and British buyers to the 1954 Fair was to be 
many times greater than for the last B.I.F.] 


Plastics 


Thermo-Plastics Ltd., Luton Road Works, Dunstable 


MR. A. REINGAND, the managing director of this Dunstable firm of 
plastic manufacturers, said that he had exhibited at every B.I.F. 
since the last war, and had already booked a site at Earls Court for 
the 1954 Fair. ‘‘ We do a great deal of business during the period of 
the Fair”’ said Mr. Reingand, ‘‘ and for some time afterwards we 
receive orders and inquiries from customers whose interest has been 
aroused by something they have seen on my stand. It is amazing 
how long an impression gained at the B.I.F. can remain in the mind 
of a visitor ; we have had letters this year about products seen on our 
stand five or six years ago.” 

Mr. Reingand owes his biggest export order—worth £80,000—to 
the B.I.F. and as a result of an inquiry at the Fair has completed a 
contract supplying equipment for a hydro-electric scheme in a 
Commonwealth country. 

Turnover has increased year by year since his firm switched over 
from war production in 1945, and Mr. Reingand is sure that a lot of 
this success can be attributed to their policy of showing his products 
as much as possible in trade exhibitions. ‘* We always design our 
own stand ”’ he said, ‘‘ which we divide into different sections, each 
section dealing with one of our ranges of production. We have 
technical and sales staff on hand, and are always very glad to take any 
of our visitors up to Dunstable to see the factory.” 


Vehicle Fittings 


Beckett, Laycock & Watkinson Ltd., Acton Lane, London 


THIS firm make windows, doors, and fittings for them, for all forms 
of public transport vehicles. ‘They have full order books for the next 
two years. All their business is long term—an order received recently 
was the result of three years’ negotiations. ‘They make sliding doors 
for all kinds of vans, including those of the Royal Mail, windows, etc., 
for ships, especially passenger vessels, and are just completing an 
order for all the windows on 104 cars for the new subway which the 
Canadians are building in Toronto. Mr. Joseph Beckett, managing 
director, who is now 72, started in business 42 years ago with one man 
and a boy, and now employs 350 people, of which some 100 are at 
their other works in Reading. ‘Twenty-five per cent. of their produc- 
tion is export trade. They exhibit in the heavy section at Birmingham 
each year, but he goes to the B.I.F. as a buyer also, because he is 
always on the look-out for any machinery which will help in his 
production. His firm always make a point of meeting their agents 
and overseas customers when they come over for the B.I.F., whether 
from their ship or aircraft. They take them to Castle Bromwich as a 
rule, and a firm’s senior representative goes with them. 


Brassware 


Robert Normansell Ltd., Exeter Street, Birmingham 


THE B.1.F. is a good place to display goods of new design and to meet 
the people who want to buy them, says Mr. C. I. Thomson, the 
managing director. The firm has exhibited at the B.I.F. since 1922, 
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first in the Birmingham section of the Fair and, since 1933, in London. 
Their experience has shown that exhibiting at the Fair has helped in 
the development of their business. ‘“ Apart from the important 
question of prestige,’ said Mr. Thomson, “ the Fair invariably brings 
a new contact. It may be that the initial order is small but in many 
cases it has produced a steady trade. Frankly,’’ he said, ‘‘ we could 
not afford not to exhibit. The buyer at the Fair will do whatever 
business he has to do with the man who is on the spot and who is 
displaying his goods.”’ 

Another factor which has determined the firm to hold on to their 
exhibition space at Olympia is that it affords a meeting place for 
executives of the company and their customers. They consider this 
social intercourse good for business. 

In recent years the firm has entered the American market and the 
business is developing. Mr. Thomson would not claim that his firm 
had got into the American market as a direct result of the Fair. 
* But,” he said, “ there is no doubt that exhibiting at the Fair made 
our task easier.” 


Rust Solvents 


The Plus-Gas Company Ltd., 89 Cromwell Road, London 


“WE had some 360 visitors at the 1953 B.I.F. from firms in the 
United Kingdom and some 76 overseas buyers on our stand. All 
these, of course, were in addition to those visitors who did not make 
themselves known to us. Since the British Industries Fair we have 
opened approximately 500 new accounts with business undertakings, 
and we have opened up export markets in Norway, British West 
Indies, Ceylon, Libya, and Eire, and negotiations are now in hand for 
business in the United States, Italy, Portugal, Spain, South Africa, 
Austria and Australia. We have, of course, no comparisons to make 
with other concerns exhibiting at the British Industries Fair, but I 
feel that for a small company the response which we found was good.”’ 


Success of Stockholm Radio 


Components Show 


ISITORS came 

Exhibition of British Radio Components in Stockholm, from 
September 25 to 29 and the 15 exhibitors all expressed themselves 
well satisfied with results.

manufacturers said. ‘ All manufacturers renewed contacts and 
made new ones. ‘They found that their visitors firmly believed in 
the high quality and reliability of British components. 

** Senior officers of the Swedish Army, Navy and Air Force were 
among the visitors and a pleasing feature was the interest shown by 
young engineers from various industries.” 

This was the second exhibition organized in Stockholm by the 
British Radio and Electronic Component Manufacturers Federation. 
The principals of many of the exhibiting firms were there each day 
with their Swedish agents so that there was a bi-lingual service on 
every stand. An innovation was that each stand bore the Swedish 
agent’s name as well as that of the manufacturer. 

The exhibition was opened by the British Ambassador in Stockholm, 
Mr. R. B. Stevens, who afterwards was a guest at a luncheon given by 
the Federation to members of the Swedish Government and leading 
industrialists. Mr. P. D. Canning, chairman of the Federation, 
presiding, quoted figures to show the growing importance of the 
export trade to Scandinavia. 

Almost every type of radio component was shown. Apart from 
those used in domestic radio receivers, gramophones and radio- 
gramophones, there were many with applications in radar for com- 
mercial and military purposes and industrial electronic equipment, 
now becoming increasingly important. 

There were also a number of exhibits pertaining to television, 
including valves and picture tubes specially designed for TV, speakers 
and potentiometers for TV receivers, suppressors to prevent inter- 
ference with ‘T'V vision faders and a T'V aerial adapted to receive the 
type of signal which it is expected eventually will be transmitted in 
Sweden. 

A number of exhibits had not previously been shown in any 
exhibition ; many more were new to Sweden. 
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United States Methods of 


Production Control 


E RESULT of an investigation into the vigilant direction of 
manufacturing exercised in American industry—from finality of 
design to despatch—is published in the form of a Productivity 

Report entitled “‘ Production Control.” It is the work of a Team of 
specialists from the United Kingdom which spent six weeks in the 
United States in 1951, under the auspices of the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration (now Foreign Operations Administration) and 
the Anglo-American Council on Productivity (now British Productivity 
Council). 

** The fact that 36 Productivity Teams which visited the United 
States made reference in their reports to the practice of production 
planning and control led to the thought that a study of this subject 
would be of great value to British industry” . The opinion 
was ‘‘ that the methods used had contributed in no small measure to 
the high productivity found in America,” American practice was, 
therefore, examined objectively against the background of the best 
British practice. 


The Team’s Recommendations 


The following are points in the Team’s three recommendations : 
** Every firm in Great Britain . .. should examine its present system 
of production planning and control in the light of this Report ; those 
firms which find they are not at present operating an effective system 
on the lines indicated ... should establish a system to meet their 
needs without delay ; small firms should devise a system which will 
meet their own special requirements. It is no excuse for a small 
organization to say it cannot afford production planning and control 
. .. (it) will undoubtedly result in increased productivity.” 

These recommendations are founded on the following observa- 
tions :— 


“* American managements have recognized that the first essential 
in planning for production is to know the markets for the product 
which the company intends to manufacture. In assessing these 
markets very extensive use is made of past history and of statistics 
obtained country-wide. From the wealth of information thus 
collected it is usual for a forecast of the portion of the market to be 
earmarked as ‘ its share,’ on which the company’s future plans are 
based. 

** In the formulation both of the forecast and the production plan, 
the ‘Team was impressed by the very close co-operation that existed 
between design, sales and production. Evidence was continuously 
forthcoming of a concentration on specific types of product. It 
appeared to be the aim of all firms to reduce the number of types of 
product to the minimum and thus obtain the longest possible pro- 
duction runs. Even where products were manufactured to customers’ 
requirements every possible use was made of standard parts and sub- 
assemblies. ‘This was reflected in the ultimate low cost of the 
end-product. 

** Another particularly important feature noted was that plant and 
equipment were invariably installed to work on a two- or three-shift 
basis. . . . This utilization of plant and equipment is one of the chief 
factors contributing to . . . low cost. 

“* Although little was seen with which the Team was not already 
familiar . . . there is no doubt that the high output per man and the 
apparent smooth flow of work... were in no small measure due to 
careful planning and effective control, i.c., having the right material 
in the right place at the right time . . . Each stage of manufacture and 
material procurement was planned in meticulous detail. Although the 
staff employed appeared large by British standards and the paper-work 
voluminous, the information developed was undoubtedly the key to 
effective production control.” 

The first Chapter of the Report proper, ‘“‘ General Survey,” will, in 
the Team’s own words, ‘‘ enable executives and higher management 
to obtain an appraisal of American methods used in production 
planning and control and the approach and attitude to this adminis- 
trative function” ; the other Chapters, entitled ‘‘ Sales/Production 
Analysis,’ ‘“‘ Materials Control,’’ Scheduling”’ and Control of 
Production,” go into considerable detail in the interests of members 
of staffs responsible for the daily operation of these methods. For 
instance, over fifty illustrations are devoted to the reproduction of 


forms in current use in organizing and controlling output in various 
factories visited. 

It was decided at the outset that studies should be confined mainly 
to such firms as are normally classified as medium to small—(of 5,000 
employees or under), and of these it is believed a representative 
cross-section was examined. It was thought that British firms of 
similar size would benefit most from the information thus collected, 
since larger companies can naturally employ their own full-time 
planning and control specialists. 


Points from the General Survey 


“The need for good planning and production control was fully 
appreciated by the plant personnel, from the president to the opera- 
tives. Although basic principles are applied, it was found that each 
plant had developed its system of control to meet the particular needs 
of the product manufactured. There was, however, a noticeable 
flexibility which permitted changes in the system to meet altered 
circumstances and production requirements. 

“It appeared that American management does not meet any 
appreciable resistance to the introduction of new ideas, and there is 
little difficulty in obtaining the co-operation of all grades of employees 
when introducing changes. But when opposition was likely, manage- 
ment went to great lengths, by the use of first-class propaganda in the 
form of charts, posters, etc., to present the case and to persuade the 
employees that the changes were necessary and would lead to greater 
efficiency, more production and increased earnings.” 

A noteworthy feature of American management is the appreciation 
of “the necessity for continuous long-term planning of product 
design, production, sales and finance, to cover material procurement, 
manufacturing capacities, plant and machine tool requirements, and 
thereby ensure continuity of production. Senior management in 
se pays far more attention to future production than to past 
results.” 


Scheduling and Its Advantages 


Particular significance is attached to American methods of schedul- 
ing. ‘This ‘‘ is a term used to describe the work of listing the total 
requirements of each item of materials and bought-out components, 
and of piece-parts and sub-assemblies previously determined by 
production analysis, to indicate when they are to be available, or 
completed, to meet the requirements of the finished product pro- 
grammes.” It “‘ was the final phase of planning, and the information 
provided was the basis for the subsequent control of production 
performance against the plan .. . The men employed had knowledge 
of the capacities, both in man-hours and type of equipment, of the 
manufacturing departments, and the job was regarded as a stepping- 
stone to higher positions in the planning organization.” 

A growing realization of the benefits of proper selection and adequate 
training of personnel was noticed. ‘“‘ Selection of staff... was 
usually from within the factory, many of the appointments being made 
from the manufacturing departments. It is common practice to 
advertise vacancies internally. Less frequently, technical college 
trainees and university graduates are appointed, chiefly for ultimate 
employment on the specialized work associated with long-term 
planning.” 

Sales forecasts, far from being arbitrarily fixed, are “ subject to 
full discussion between the selling and manufacturing divisions, which 
results in a manufacturing programme accepted by the production 
units. In plants where the sale of the product is seasonal every 
endeavour is made to maintain a steady rate of production throughout 
the year... The practice of ‘laying off’ during seasonal slack 
periods appears to have no place in present-day managerial policies.” 

“The meticulous attention to detail which characterized each 
planning stage was matched and equalled by the efficiency with which 
the manufacturing programmes were executed, through control of 
production, particularly on the shop floor. The drive to meet the 
plans through effective production control rather than alter the plans 
to suit circumstances was a noticeable feature of most firms.”

Restoration of Private Trading 
in Magnesium 


ORD WOOLTON, the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 

and Minister of Materials, has decided, after consultation with the 
industry, that private trading in magnesium shall be restored on 
January 1, 1954. 


As from this date the Ministry of Materials will cease to trade in 
magnesium and the Magnesium Distribution Order, 1951, will be 
revoked. Private importation will be permitted and applications for 
import licences should be addressed to the Import Licensing Branch, 
Board of Trade. 


Public trading in magnesium was reintroduced in 1951 because of 
the serious shortage which had developed throughout the world as a 
result of rearmament. Supplies are now such that the requirements 
of the United Kingdom can be met through normal trade channels. 


Import Licensing Arrangements 


FOLLOWING the above announcement by the Ministry of Materials, 
the Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No. 590, that 
they are now prepared to consider applications for licences to import 
on and after January 1, 1954, virgin magnesium in unwrought form, 
i.e. blocks, billets, ingots, slabs, notch bars and sticks, from any 
source. 

Applications for licences should be made on Form I.L.B./A 
(Revised) and should be addressed to the Import Licensing Branch, 
Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. 

There is no change in the existing arrangements for the licensing 
of imports of secondary magnesium and magnesium alloys for which 
separate import licences are required. 

Imports of scrap magnesium may be made under Open General 
Licence without separate import licences if they are consigned from 
and originate in any country other than :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela. 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. Position 


in September 


DURING SEPTEMBER the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar 
surplus of $17 million, the Treasury state. The gold and dollar 
reserves, therefore, stood at $2,486 million at September 30. 


The above surplus arose after taking account of : 
(a) receipts from the United States during the month of $28 
million as Defence Aid; and 
(b) payment to the European Payments Union of $15 million, 
representing that part of the August deficit of £10.5 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars, 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in September with the European Payments Union of £4.3 
million, which will fall to be settled in October (if no country uses 
existing resources of sterling) as to £2.2 million in gold or dollars and 
as to £2.2 million by decrease of debt to the Union. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION OF Cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for week 
ended September 12, 1953 was 18-77 million lb. compared with 
20-02 million lb. for the previous week and 15-04 million Ib. for the 
corresponding week of 1952. September 12, 1953 and the cor- 
responding week of 1952 were long week-end holiday weeks. 


Tinplate and Terneplate Prices 


Stabilized 


HE Minister of Supply has, after consultation with the Irom amd 

‘Steel Board, made an Order affecting tinplate and terneplase 
prices. 

As is said in the Explanatory Note to the Order, it increases the 
basis prices for tinplate and terneplate by 1s. 8d. per box and 6d. pee 
box, respectively, and for the appropriate extras by corresponding: 
amounts. But in consequence of the price charges resulting from the 
operation of the ‘‘ Automatic Variation Adjustments ” for tin and lead, 
the maximum prices for tinplate and terneplate will remain unchanged. 

The purpose of the Order, which has been made on the recom 
mendation of the Iron and Steel Board, is to continue temporarily 
the stabilization of the maximum selling prices of tinplate and terme- 
oe aes further examination of these prices by the Iron and Steel 

oarad, 

The Order, the Iron and Steel Prices (No. 5) Order, 1953 (S.L 
1953 No. 1438), came into operation on October 1, and copies are 
obtainable at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 2d. (by post, 34d.) each. 


End of Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt 
Committee 


HE Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt Committee of the International 

Materials Conference announced that it would terminate ms 
activities on September 30, 1953. This announcement followed a 
recent decision of the Committee not to recommend a plan of distrib- 
tion for nickel for the fourth quarter of 1953. This Commitee, 
which met for the first time on March 12, 1951, was the last of the 
I.M.C. Commodity Committees to terminate its activities. 

During its existence the Committee recommended to governments 
eight quarterly allocation plans for nickel, covering the peried 
October 1, 1951, to September 30, 1953. Free World distribution of 
cobalt was governed by similar arrangements during the peried 
October 1, 1951, to December 31, 1952. No allocation was ever 
recommended for manganese, since supplies of this material were 
found to be adequate. 

The following countries were represented on the Committee:

Republic of Germany, India, Italy, Japan, Norway, Sweden, the 
Union of South Africa, United Kingdom and the United States.

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Latest Developments 
By the Board of Trade Journal Industrial Correspondent 


VERYTHING FROM fashions in footwear, accessories, leather 
and plastics goods to the latest in tanning, mechanical and 
technical developments was on show at Olympia, London, from 
Monday to Friday this week when some 400 exhibitors took part in 
the 44th Shoe and Leather Fair, which was managed on behalf of 
the Shoe and Leather Fair Society, by The Shoe and Leather Record. 

The exhibition was opened on Monday by the High Commissioner 
for Australia, Sir Thomas White, who took the place, at short notice, 
of the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, who was indisposed. 

Included among the exhibits were all classes of upper, sole and light 
leathers ; components and accessories for all branches of the industry; 
rubber, synthetic, plastic and fabric materials for many purposes, and 
tanning and repairing machinery. There were also displays of 


industrial, sports, combat and “ assault ’’ boots, including boots used 
by the forces in Korea, and by the successful British Everest 


The footwear section, which was larger than ever before in the 
history of the Fair, provided a comprehensive display of all types and 
grades of footwear for the spring season next year. In addition to 
fashion parades, held at intervals each day, a new feature was a series 
of talks by experts on shoe-fitting, including a demonstration and 
lecture on the fitting of children’s shoes. 

The interest of buyers from overseas was evident by the fact that 
many of them arrived before the exhibition opened on Monday. 

Among the variety of exhibits, the following are some which 
attracted attention :— 

Machinery 

Vulcanizing machines for the production of moulded footwerr, 
enable either sponge or solid rubber soles to be moulded direct to the 
lasted uppera. There is no limit, the makers say, to the styles, sizes, 
aad colours that can be produced from the machines. 

A Leicester firm showed an entirely new machine for the tanning 
industry for removing buffing or staking dust from upper leather, 
Prior to finishing. 

Another manufacturer claimed that an hydraulic shaving machine 
on his stand was so accurate that it would shave the print off a sheet 


pDewspaper. 

The latest Jaboratory testing machine was shown in operation on 
the stand of a firm from North London, specializing in plastics for 
all types of footwear. This company are also experimenting with 
the perfuming of plastics—just sufficient to neutralize the faint odour 
of the plastic, and leave a slight suspicion of a perfume such as 
gardenia or sandalwood. 

‘There were interesting embossing machines for applying decoration, 
wording, individual initials etc., for wallets, purses, ladies’ belts and 
other articles. 


Hides and Skins 


One firm showing water repellent suedes, presented for the first 
time a kid in opalescent colours. 

A Bolton tannery, well known for their high quality skins, presented 
@ new range of colours, influenced by the new colours of couture 
clothes. These included shades named orchid, sherry grape, blue- 
bell, mushroom, sorrel, oak, elm, sage, maple, sandalwood, cedar and 
mahogany. The “ tree” shades have been used in the new aniline 
dyeing , which achieves on leather a high polish and an effect 

ony cinllioe dis that which can be achieved on wood. 

Beots for Sports and Industry 

Scientifically designed sports footwear at a popular price was being 
shown, including a football boot designed on unorthodox lines by a 
Scottish International player. This boot has a turn-down collar 
to give the player ankle-freedom, and an insole guaranteed by the 
makers to prevent stud-lumps, which are sometimes a drawback on 
this type of sports wear. 

The latest type of ski boot was shown as a prototype, specially 
made to size 32. ‘This showed in detail every special item such as 


the padded tongue and top, inner lacing, reversed welt, etc. 
An outstanding exhibit from a Petersfield firm were Commando 


boots, standard footwear for this famous unit. Also on the same 
stand were boots for the Forces in Korea and for many exploration 
and mountaineering expeditions since 1940, including the Mount 
Everest assault. 

Other heavy type industrial boots included those made under 
licence of the British Standards Institution for safety of workers in 
industrial trades generally, including miners. 


Shoes for Fashion 


Shoes for all the family—from toddlers upwards—was the theme of 
one stand. There were some traditional ‘‘ classic’? men’s shoes, 
made in fine skins, Russian calf being employed in a bespoke line. 
Among this varied range were lightly brogued courts for women with 
different heel heights—ideal for wear with smart tweeds and leather 
sportswear. 

Shoes for the younger set included some attractive “ ballerina ”’ 
styles, and a formal denim court shoe with high Spanish heel and white 
ric-rac braid trimming. ‘The same design was shown with a medium 
heel, and in a flat style as well, forming a charming trio. 

One stand had a colourful range of brilliantly embroidered satin 
slippers. Made in varying wedge heel heights, some with sling backs, 
these inexpensive but sophisticated house shoes are creating consider- 
able interest abroad, the manufacturers say, and have so far been 
exported in considerable numbers to Canada and several European 
and Scandinavian countries. 


Children’s Footwear 


There was a wide variety of shoes for children. A firm from East 
London showed them in a range of colours, with leather or non-skid 
soles, packed in coloured boxes which look like cottages and can be 
used as toys. 

A Leicester manufacturer showed a range of infants’ shoes named 
after the popular heroes and heroines of the weekly papers produced 
for boys and girls. 


Accessories and Components 


Among the stands showing accessories and components for the 
footwear industry was one featuring multi-coloured iridescent check 
linings, expandable buckles for greater comfort, circular grosgrain 
strapping, and patent leather in new shades of olive green, opal and 
copper. 

A well-known firm, celebrating their Golden Jubilee, showed the 
progress of their rubber soles and heels, with samples, showcards 
and press advertisements from the time when their products first 
appeared on the market to the present day. 


Fashion in Footwear 


NDER the title of ‘‘ Fashion in Footwear ’”’ the publishers of the 

trade magazine Footwear presented new shoe styles for 1954, 
at the Washington Hotel, Curzon Street, London. The exhibition 
was opened on Monday by Lady Shawcross and closed yesterday. 

This was the eighth event of a similar kind to be held since the war, 
and manufacturers showed their newest designs in men’s, women’s 
and children’s shoes in their own suites and show rooms in the hotel, 
and in daily ‘‘ Footlight Parades,’’ when mannequins displayed the 
latest footwear fashions in harmony with up-to-date styles in clothes. 

A fashion which attracted attention in the Parades this year was a 
satin cocktail sandal, with slender T-strap and spindle heel, designed 
for wear with the new length Princess-line cocktail dress. 

Variations on the slender lines of the Spanish toe and spindle heel 
were seen on many shoes, and some of the heels were fined down to 
he size of a sixpenny piece. 

One eye-catching novelty was a style with the right shoe in one 
colour and the left in a contrasting or blending shade to match dress 
and accessories in two colours. 

Slashings and cut-outs gave an air of the reign of the first Queen 
Elizabeth to some designs. 

The new vogue for aniline dyed skins focused attention on the 
quality of the leather and gave scope for many attractive shades of

golden tans, bamboo, and the fashionable sherry. Metallic colours 
made their appearance for day as well as evening wear, including one 
model in gun-metal patent for town wear. 

Next year’s shoes have been designed to be more light and pliable 
than ever. Whether for formal or informal occasions, almost every 
style puts flexibility and comfort on a par with top fashion. ‘Tough- 
soled plastic bootees, shown in the fashion parade, demonstrated how 
the daintiest of these styles can be worn in comfort in wet weather. 


Exhibition of Latest Equipment 
for Handicrafts 


IGHTY-TWO exhibitors from home and overseas are taking part 

in the International Handicrafts, Homecrafts and Hobbies 
Exhibition, which was opened by Sir Edmund Hillary on October 1. 
= exhibition, which is being held at Olympia, London, closes 
to-day. 

The exhibition was organized with the intention of presenting to 
the growing thousands of handicraft enthusiasts information about 
the latest tools, materials and equipment and modern methods of 
using them. 

Perhaps the most colourful section is that part given over to overseas 
exhibitors. Two thousand eight hundred firms from fourteen 
countries are represented, among them Canada, the United States 
of America, Hungary, Poland, France, the Gold Coast, Kenya, 
Cyprus, Pakistan, Italy and Yugoslavia. The displays of some of 
these countries are attended by girls in national costume, and the 
visitor can inspect examples of native craftsmanship of all kinds— 
from porcelain and pottery to lace and basket ware. 

Interest in handicrafts, say the organizers, is growing, and keeping 
pace with it is the increase in the number of manufacturers, whole- 
salers and dealers in materials, tools and equipment. The number 
and variety of the exhibits certainly tend to bear out this claim, and 
the standard of craftsmanship and invention is high. 

One of the largest stands at the exhibition is that of the organizers 
Popular Handicrafts magazine ;_ it contains over 2,000 exhibits and 
an information bureau prepared to answer any question put by 
visitors. A North Devon firm is showing some paints which were 
made specially for the purpose of painting china and glass at home— 
and claimed to be proof against lighted cigarettes, and washing in 
boiling water. 

Among other exhibits, much attention is being attracted by a 
circus of 40 performers made entirely of cardboard and animated by 
means of electrical impulse. Replicas of the Crown jewels made 
entirely from such things as tinfoil, pins, wire, and table tennis balls, 
are shown by a London display artist. 


For the Sick and Disabled 


The therapeutic value of handicrafts in the recovery of the sick and 
disabled, widely acknowledged in recent years, is demonstrated on 
several stands. Most of the exhibits of one London firm are the work 
of disabled people—among them artificial flowers, book shelves, 
waste-paper baskets, buckles and buttons. The stand of the Ministry 
of Pensions and National Insurance contains articles made by 
seriously disabled home-bound war pensioners under the Ministry’s 
Homecrafts Service to provide them with interesting and creative 
activities and so prevent them from dwelling on their disabilities. 

Another interesting stand is that of the Home Industry Organiza- 
tion, which has been set up under the chairmanship of Lord Horder to 
help craftsmen, both able-bodied and disabled, by providing guidance 
and advice, facilities to purchase raw materials at reasonable prices, 
and a sales department for craftworkers who become members. 

In addition to the models and products displayed, there are 
demonstrations of many popular handicrafts including weaving, 
pottery, glass blowing, marquetry and basket work. One wall-paper 
manufacturing firm organizes regular demonstrations by a specially 
trained team of women who show how to overcome the difficulties 
of papering a room. 

An “ ingenuity ”’ section of the exhibition contains some remarkable 
inventions, including a triple ship’s hull said to cut down water 
friction, and a vibratory car alarm system, claimed to set off the horn 
as soon as any part of the car is touched. 
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Display of Engineering Products 
and Equipment 


HE growth of representation by British engineering firms at the 

Canadian International Trade Fair was illustrated by Mr. P. H. 
Davies, vice-chairman, London Region of the Engineering Industries 
Association at a luncheon in London on Tuesday. He stated that 
members of the association staged a group exhibit of 360 square feet 
at the 1949 Fair which was increased to 3,600 sq. ft. in 1950. The 
success of these ventures had led to the formation in April 1953, of 
the Engineering Industries Association Canadian Export Group, with 
headquarters at 6 Wellington Street East, Toronto. The Association 
has a resident representative at this address, with staff to deal with 
inquiries for goods produced by the association’s members. 

Mr. Davies referred to the opening on ‘Tuesday, October 13 by 
Sir James Helmore, Permanent Secretary, Ministry of Supply, of the 
6th London Regional Display of the E.1.A. at the Royal Horticultural 
Society’s New Hall, London, S.W.1, where nearly 150 exhibitors will 
show their products for three days from October 13-15. Products 
on exhibition will include sheet metal work, printing machines, 
fractional horse-power motors, electrical apparatus, rolling shutters, 
iron castings, addressing machines, lifting equipment, optical equip- 
ment, stainless pipe fittings, welding machines, factory equipment and 
petrol engines. 

Mr. Davies emphasized the value of such a specialist display of 
engineering equipment at which the principals of many of the firms 
exhibiting would be available to answer inquiries from overseas and 
home buyers. He also referred to the modest cost of exhibiting. 
Display would be kept to a minimum in order to concentrate attention 
on the goods to be shown. 


Purchase Tax Announcement on 


Dye-line Film and Toilet Goods 


HE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the 
Finance Act, 1948, entitled ‘“‘ The Purchase ‘Tax (No. 4) Order, 
1953” the effect of which is :— 
(a) to exempt unexposed sensitized dye-line film from the tax ; 
(b) to provide that certain toilet requisites which are taxed at 
the 25 per cent. rate when supplied separately shall also be 

taxed at that rate when they are supplied as part of a toilet 

set. 
Dye-line film is sensitized synthetic plastic foil or sheet for making 
facsimile copies of plans, documents, etc., without the use of a camera. 
The toilet requisites named in Group 31 (b) of the Tax Schedule 
will now be chargeable at the rate of 25 per cent. whether supplied 
separately or as part of a toilet set, but subject to any overriding 
charge at a higher rate under any other Group, e.g., Group 23 (fitted 
receptacles), Group 27 (articles of precious metal) and Group 28 
(articles of ivory etc.). 
The Order applies to goods on which tax becomes chargeable on 
or after October 12, 1953, that is to say, to goods despatched on sale 
by registered traders to unregistered traders, to goods appropriated 
to retail trade or similar purposes by a registered trader and to 
imported goods entered with the Customs or delivered from bonded 
warehouse for home consumption, on or after that date. 
As from October 12, 1953, the following amendments are to be made 
in the Statutory Schedule printed in heavy type in Notice No. 78 : 
Group 24 (b). Sub-paragraph (v) to be renumbered (vi). Sub- 
paragraph (iv) to be deleted and the following substituted :-— 
“ (iv) ferro-prussiate and ferro-gallic paper and cloth ... Exempt 
(v) dye-line paper, cloth and film ves ... Exempt” 
Group 31 (b). Delete the words “ not being articles supplied as 
part of a toilet set.”

Men’s Wear Colours for 1954 


The British Colour Council service for 1954 for those concerned with 
the Men's Wear industries comprises colour cards for slubbing, for 
suitings, for tropical suitings, for dyed yarn, for ingrain or mixture 
yarns, for silks and rayons, for shirtings, and swatches of colours for 
hats and galloons, and also for leather. 
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pre IN export licensing control are made by a Board of 
Trade Order which comes into force on October 14, 1953. At the 

same time an Open General Export Licence, dated October 5, 
1953, authorizes the export to any destination other than China, 
Hong Kong, Macao or ‘Tibet of dyestuffs and certain organic products 
for dyestuffs manufacture, while from October 15, 1953, licences will 
not be required for the transhipment of rabbit skins, dressed or 
undressed, 

The principal amendments made by the Order as are follows :— 

1. Certain chemicals may now be exported without licence to any 
of the destinations specified in Part II of the Third Schedule other 
than Hong Kong. 

2. ‘The restriction on the quantity of coffee and sugar in gift 
parcels has now been relaxed. 

Licences are not now required except for exports to China, 
Hong Kong, Macao and ‘Tibet for fruit puree, fatty acids, certain 
refractory materials and their manufactures, bristles, silk and silk 
waste and noils, specified chemicals, poultry and skins of rabbit and 
hare.

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Seasonal Reductions in Retail Sales in August 


HE RETAIL trade statistics for August show the customary 

seasonal reduction in sales of non-food goods compared with 

July. Total non-food sales were a little higher than in August 
1952, this increase being largely due to the continuing good results 
for sales of household goods ; higher sales of furniture and furnishings 
as well as of radio and electrical goods contributed to these results. 

Sales of clothing and footwear during August were rather lower 
than in August 1952; average prices during the month may also 
have been a little lower than in August 1952, and the volume of sales 
in the two months was probably very little different. A notable 
feature of this month’s statistics is that stocks of clothing and footwear 
(which are reported only by some large scale retailers) showed an 
increase during the month which was substantially greater than the 
average movement in August during recent years ; as was pointed 
out in the comment on last month’s figures, some rebuilding of stock 
was to be expected following the heavy reductions which took place 
during 1952. This is the first time this year that stocks of clothing 
and footwear have reached a level significantly higher than in 1952, 
but they were still substantially lower than at the same time in 1951. 
The recovery 1n stock levels has been most rapid for women’s and 
children’s wear ; for men’s and boys’ wear even the 1952 level has 
still not yet been reached. 

Sales of food and perishables are reported to the Board of ‘Trade 
only by large scale retailers. ‘These showed an increase in sales of 
5 per cent. compared with August 1952, an increase which is probably 
all the result of price increases compared with last year. 

All the sales figures reported to the Board of Trade are for values 
of sales and therefore reflect changes in prices as well as changes in 
the volume of sales. The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of 
Retail Prices for August showed an increase of 5 per cent. compared 
with August 1952 in prices of food ; prices of clothing and of house- 
hold goods, on the other hand, were lower than in August 1952— 
clothing prices by 1 per cent. and prices of household durable 
goods by nearly 3 per cent. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 


Clothing and Footwear 


Total sales of clothing and footwear in July had been only just above 
the level of a year earlier and a somewhat more pronounced fall in 
sales this year between July and August brought the level down to a 
little below that of August 1952. Only the multiples succeeded in 
equalling last year’s sales and the comparatively good result for this 
group was due entirely to an improvement in sales of women’s and 
children’s wear ; it is in women’s and children’s wear that the effect 
on the figures of the results for the few variety chain stores in the 
sample is greatest. 

Total sales of women’s and children’s wear by large scale retailers 
showed a small rise compared with a year earlier, due to an increase 
of 5 per cent. in sales by multiple shops—the other types of large scale 
retailers recording practically no change; sales by independent 
shops were 3 per cent. down. Details of the sub-categories given 
by some of the large scale retailers showed women’s underwear and 
millinery, etc. sales to have risen appreciably, while the only other 
sub-category where more than a small change was recorded was 
dress materials, sales ot which were 12 per cent. lower than in August 
1952. 

In the trading year to date sales by independent retailers were the 
same as in February-August 1952 and by large scale retailers 5 per 
cent. higher. 

The rather large seasonal increase in stocks of women’s and 
children’s wear has already been mentioned. Stocks in the hands of 
large scale retailers were 16 per cent. higher in value than at the end 
of August 1952. No stock figures are provided by independent 
retailers, but the sharp rise in sales of women’s wear reported by 
wholesale textile houses for August (see page 724) suggests that the 
smaller retailers may also have built up their stocks to some extent 
during the month. 

In men’s and boys’ wear the decline compared with July brought 
the total value of sales to a level 5 per cent. below August 1952. 
Comparisons of sales with those of a year earlier were similar for all 
four types of shop. The two series calculated for the independent 
_ retailers, however, diverged in August ; the bespoke tailors recorded 


an increase of 1 per cent. and the men’s outfitters a decrease of 7 per 
cent. compared with a year earlier. Cumulative trade to date in 
men’s wear was unchanged compared with a year earlier, both for 
large scale retailers as a whole and for independent shops. ‘The value 
of stocks of these goods held by large scale retailers rose again after 
a fall in the previous month, but was still 2 per cent. less than at the 
end of August 1952. 

As in the case of men’s wear, all types of shop experienced falls 
in sales of footwear compared with a yeer earlier. ‘Total sales were 
2 per cent. lower, which did not affect the cumulative comparisons 
large scale retailers’ sales being 2 per cent. down and those o 
independent shops unchanged. Large scale retailers’ stocks of 
footwear rose three points during the month and were 7 per cent. 
higher in value than at the end of August 1952. 


Household Goods 


Although the fall in the value of sales of household goods from 
July to August was larger than the average of the last few years, the 
level continued to be well above that of a year earlier. ‘The improve- 
ment would be still more marked in volume terms since prices had 
fallen a little during the twelve months. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings by large scale retailers were 6 per 
cent. and by independent furnishers 9 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. Figures supplied by some only of the large scale retailers’ 
panel suggest that while a substantial increase in sales of furniture 
and bedding was achieved, sales both of furnishing fabrics and house- 
hold textiles and of floor coverings were down. 

The index numbers of sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods 
for both large scale and independent retailers were well above the 
corresponding levels of recent years. Undoubtedly much of the 
credit for this is due to the continued buoyancy of radio and television 
sales. Independent retailers’ sales of radio and electrical goods still 
showed a very large increase—30 per cent.—compared with 1952 ; 
figures which are now available for the first time for sales in this 
category by department stores show an increase of only 10 per cent., 
but this group of shops achieved much better results for hardware 
alone. For multiples and for co-operative societies no separate 
figures are available for sales of radio and electrical goods. 

Cumulative sales of furniture and furnishings in the trading year 
to date by large scale retailers were 6 per cent. up and by independent 
shops 9 per cent. up. For hardware, radio and electrical goods the 
increase in cumulative sales by both large scale and independent 
retailers was about 13 per cent. 

Large scale retailers’ stocks of furniture and furnishings were 
6 per cent. higher than in August 1952 (though in that month a very 
large fall compared with a year earlier had been recorded). Stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods continued to show a fall-—6 per 
cent.—compared with a year earlier. 


Chemists’ Goods 


For the second month running sales of large scale retailers registered 
a rise compared with a year earlier while sales of independent chemists 
fell slightly. ‘The divergence in results, possibly due partly to 
differences between the types of goods handled by the two kinds of 
retailer, also occurs in the cumulative comparisons with a year earlier, 
large scale retailers’ sales having risen 7 per cent. and those of 
independent chemists only 1 per‘cent. compared with February 
August 1952. Stocks of chemists’ goods held by large scale retailers 
were almost the same in value as at the end of August 1952. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Results were rather mixed in the remaining categories of non-food 
goods. Sales of books and stationery by large scale retailers were 
9 per cent. lower than in August 1952 ; sales by independent book- 
sellers, stationers and newsagents showed little change, as for most 
months of this year. Large scale retailers’ sales of jewellery, etc., 
leather and fancy goods were 8 per cent. higher than in August 1952 ; 
their sales in the sub-category of jewellery, etc. rose 6 per cent. while 
sales of jewellery, etc. by independent shops were only slightly up. 
In the rest of the field independent shops did better, their sales of 
toys, sports goods and leather goods rising by 9 per cent. as against an 
increase of 2 per cent. in large scale retailers’ sales of sports goods,

toys and cycles. Cumulative trade in these various categories was 
somewhat higher than in the period February-August 1952, the 
largest increase—of 11 per cent.—being for large scale retailers’ 
sales of jewellery, etc., leather and fancy goods. The value of large 
scale retailers’ stocks of these goods, all of which have shown 
persistent reductions compared with a year earlier over a long period, 
was once again lower, although in the case of jewellery, etc., leather 
and fancy goods the reduction was only | per cent. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables, which are reported only by large 
scale retailers, were 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. There 
was a change of about the same order in food prices between August 
1952 and August 1953. The multiple shops and co-operative 
societies both recorded an increase of 5 per cent. compared with 
a year earlier, but the value of sales by department stores (whose sales 
in this category are comparatively small) was 2 per cent. down. 

Sales of the most important sub-section, groceries and provisions, 
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rose by 7 per cent. compared with a year earlier, the same amount as 
in July. Fresh meat sales increased, but by only 8 per cent. ; the 
increase in fresh meat sales compared with a year earlier had not 
previously been less than 20 per cent. since last December. Fresh 
milk sales, which had shown little change in recent months, were 
9 per cent. higher than in August 1952, in part no doubt due to the 
increase in price by 4d. a pint at the beginning of the month. Sales 
of sweets and chocolate were 21 per cent. up, the smallest rise since 
derationing, and those of fruit, vegetables and flowers were 8 per cent. 
up. Except for wines, spirits, beer, etc., where practically no change 
occurred, there were declines in sales compared with a year earlier 
in all other sub-sections. 

Fresh meat and sweets and chocolate are the two categories for 
which cumulative sales showed the greatest increase compared with 
February—August of last year. There was no change in tobacco, etc. 
or in café and restaurant sales and a drop of 8 per cent. in sales of 
bakery and of fish, poultry, game and rabbits, but rises were recorded

in the remaining categories. At the end of August total stocks of 
food and perishables, which are reported only by a small sample of 
retailers, were at the same level as a year earlier. 


Sales by Areas—Large Retailers 


Information from the independent retailers is not at present 
available by areas, but returns from most of the large scale retailers 
are given according to area. In the case of large scale retailers, 
however, the number of traders able to give a complete breakdown of 
their sales by areas varies greatly from one category to another and 
differences between the experience of retailers in different areas as 
measured by the percentage changes given in the table on page 722 
are not always significant. 

The increase in total large scale retailers’ non-food sales in the 
country as a whole was 2 per cent. compared with August 1952. 
Only two areas showed a change appreciably different from the average 
—Suburban London, where better results in clothing and furniture 
sales pushed up the increase in total non-food sales to 5 per cent., and 
Wales and Monmouthshire, where poorer results in women’s and 
children’s wear and hardware, etc. were mainly responsible for a drop 
of 2 per cent. in total non-food sales. 

Saies of food and perishables in Great Britain were 5 per cent. 
higher than in August 1952 and in most areas the change was very 
similar to that figure. In Central and West End London, however, 
there was no change from the level of a year earlier ; this was due 
principally to poorer than average results in café and restaurant sales, 
which are particularly important in this area.

Notes and Defi initions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
ee they represent specialist shops in certain branches of 
trade. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of ‘goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total entes of all types of goods in a angie

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figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952 and April 4, 
1953. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due ta 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by August sales was the four weeks from 
August 2 to August 29. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas, 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the 
movements in business reported for Great Britain by the whole sample 
of large retailers may differ from the average of the movements in the 
areas even when due weight is given to the amount of business done 
in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in August by the large retailers 
were 61 per cent. of total sales by these firms.

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; Improvement Over 1952 Continues in August 


AL HOME trade of wholesale textile houses in August was 
16 per cent. higher than in July, an increase which was about the 
game as average for the last few years, although larger than the 
formal pre-war seasonal rise. ‘The movement in the total index was 
largely a result of the substantial increase in the most important 
section, women’s, girls’ and children’s wear ; sales of men’s and boys’ 
wear, which normally exhibit a smaller seasonal rise, were actually 
tower than in July—although the fall was not so great as last year. 
Total stocks rose again during the month and this brought them to 
atevel 5 per cent. higher than in August 1952, the first time an increase 
compared with a year earlier had been recorded for fifteen months. 
Stocks at the end of the month were, however, very much lower than 
in August 1951, and still below the level even of August 1950. 
‘The increase in sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear compared

with a year earlier was as much as 18 per cent.—increases, many of 
them substantial, being achieved in all the sub-sections except 
millinery, etc., and haberdashery, etc. Cumulative sales as a whole 
were 11 per cent. higher than in January—August 1952. The total 
value of stocks was 9 per cent. higher than a year earlier, the largest 
increase—of 23 per cent.—being for women’s coats, costumes, rain- 
cozts, etc., while the only large fall was for women’s hose, stocks of 
which were 19 per cent. down. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear in total were 24 per cent. up, the 
ready-made section showing a slightly smaller rise compared with a 
year earlier. Cumulative sales in total were 11 per cent. up and for 
ready-made clothing alone 7 per cent. up. 

Stocks of men’s wear have not yet exceeded the 1952 level but the 
reduction in stocks during 1952 was much slower for men’s wear

Commercial Parcels for Italy 


THE Postmaster General reminds exporters tiat commercial parcels 
sent by post from the United Kingdom to Italy must be accompanied 
by a Certificate of Origin with a copy of the invoice dated and signed 
by the sender. 


The Italian customs authorities prohibit the importation of com- 
mercial parcels without this certificate, and senders are therefore 
advised, in their own interests, to make sure that it is securely attached 
to the parcel at the time of posting. 


New International Conventions on Maritime Law 


THE TEXTS have been published by H.M. Stationery Office, 
(Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches), of three new International 
Conventions on maritime law (International Conventions on Maritime 
Law, Cmd. No. 8954, price 1s. (by post, 1s. 14d.)). Drafted originally 
by the Comite Maritime International, the Conventions were con- 
sidered and amended at the Ninth Session of the International 
Diplomatic Conference on Maritime Law held at Brussels from May 2 
to 10 last year, to which 26 states including the United Kingdom sent 
delegations. The revised texts were signed at the close of the 
Conference on behalf of the United Kingdom, Belgium, Brazil, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Greece, Italy, Monaco, Nicaragua, 
Spain and Yugoslavia. 


The Conventions deal with the arrest of ships, and the jurisdiction

of national courts, both civil and criminal, over matters arising out of 
collisions. The Conventions are not yet in force in the United 
Kingdom ;__ they have still to be ratified and certain changes in 
existing maritime law will be necessary before this can be done. 
Most of the organizations whose interests are affected by the terms of 
the Conventions have already had an opportunity to express their 
views to the Government either direct or through the auspices of the 
British Maritime Law Association. ‘The Ministry of ‘Transport, 
Berkeley Square House, London, W.1, would, however, be glad to 
receive any representations which other interested parties may wish to 
put forward after study of the terms of the Conventions in the course 
of the next few weeks.

The Western Caribbean, a Growing Market for 
United Kingdom Goods 


The article below has been written for the Board of ‘Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Jamaica. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


INCE December 1949 when the last article on the Western 

Caribbean (Jamaica and its dependencies—Cayman, ‘Turks, 

and Caicos Islands—-Bahamas and British Honduras) was published 
there has been expansion and development in the area with the result 
that it is, and should continue to be, a growing market for United 
Kingdom merchandise. 

With few exceptions such as cement, condensed milk and soaps 
which are manufactured locally, a complete range of goods is imported 
into Jamaica. United Kingdom products on sale, to name the more 
prominent items, are cotton, rayon and wool textiles, cotton yarns 
and cotton thread, apparel, footwear, nitrogenous fertilizers, chemicals, 
drugs and pharmaceutical products, printing paper, paper bags, boxes, 
cartons and wrappers, stationery and office equipment and supplies, 
farm equipment and machinery, including field and crawler tractors, 
sugar machinery, steel and base metals, motor cars, motor trucks, 
cycles, tyres, industrial machinery including electrical, industrial 
and domestic appliances, hardware, paints and varnishes, chinaware 
and earthenware, polishing and cleaning materials, cigarettes, spirits, 
beer, certain packed foodstuffs and confectionery. 

The Bahamas and British Honduras are thinly populated territories 
and they are less developed than Jamaica. ‘Their imports of consumer 
goods are similar in type to the consumer goods imported by Jamaica, 
but the Bahamas is in addition a useful outlet for items which sell 
to tourists such as high quality United Kingdom earthenware and 
chinaware, woollens, worsted and cashmeres, silverware, glassware 
and leather goods. Imports into the dependencies are small and are 
practically confined to consumer goods. ‘Total imports into the 
Western Caribbean in 1948 were valued at £26°4 million (Jamaica 
and dependencies—f19-7 million, Bahamas—{4-7 million and 
British Honduras—£2-0 million). In 1951 imports into the area 
were valued at £41-°5 million (Jamaica and dependencies—{ 30-7 
million, Bahamas—{7°7 million and_ British Honduras—3-1 
million). 

Complete figures for 1952 are not yet available, but it is estimated 
that goods to the value of £49 million were imported into the area 
during the year, which represents an increase of £7-:5 million over 
1951 and of £22-6 million during the four year period 1948 to 1952. 
This substantial increase in the value of imports can only be partly 
explained by the decided upward trend in the price of many classes of 
goods imported. The United Kingdom's share of the import trade 
of the three main territories during 1951 was: Jamaica—41-3 per 
cent., Bahamas—26:7 per cent., and British Honduras—37 per cent. 
The corresponding figures in 1948 were: 39-4 per cent., 20°4 per 
cent., and 15-4 per cent. ‘The United Kingdom’s share of Jamaica’s 
import trade during the years under review would have been greater 
had the supply position of steel and capital goods been more 
favourable. 


Principal Exports 


The main exports of Jamaica are agricultural products, the chief 
items of which are sugar, bananas, rum, cigars, coffee, spices, cocoa, 
citrus and citrus juices, bauxite and essential oils. In 1948 they were 
valued at £11-2 million of which £8-3 million represented the value 
of goods imported by the United Kingdom. In 1652 exports were 
valued at £173 million, of which £11-8 million represented the value 
of United Kingdom purchases which comprised mainly of sugar, 
bananas, rum, cigars, fruit juices, syrups and coffee. The Cayman 
Islands exported in 1952 turtles, turtle soup, turtle skin, shark skin 
and thatch rope to the value of £62,151. A small but prosperous 
tourist trade is being built up in the Island which attracts visitors from 
the United States of America. ‘The exports during 1952 from Turks 
and Caicos Islands which mainly consist of salt were valued at 
£35,500. 

The value of exports (including re-exports) from the Bahamas 


during 1952 was £1,207,000, which is an increase of £655,000 since 
1948. ‘The rise is largely accounted for by an increase in the quantity 
of pit props shipped to the United Kingdom. In addition to pit 
props the Island exports tomatoes, tomato juice, crawfish, salt, straw 
and shelled work and okras. 

The total exports of British Honduras during 1951, consisting 
mainly of mahogany, cedar and pine logs, chicle, fruit and fruit 
juices, and coconuts were valued at £1-5 million. (Figures for 1952 
are not yet available.) ‘The main outlets for the Colony’s produce 
were United Kingdom, United States, Canada, and Jamaica. 

The Colonies in the Western Caribbean have adverse visible trade 
balances but they are counteracted by invisible items such as income 
from investments in other countries, remittances from emigrant 
labour, shipping, insurance and other services, funds from missions, 
receipts from tourists and other visitors, borrowing abroad and 
Colonial Development and Welfare grants. Particular reference 
must be made to the tourist industry which is of great importance to 
the economy of the Bahamas and also of Jamaica where it is now 
reported to be well over £4 million per annum, mostly in dollars. 


Development Plans and Achievements 


Important developments in Jamaica in the past three—four years 
include a textile mill near Spanish Town which is producing grey 
sheeting, khaki drills, denims, chambrays and linens, three bauxite 
companies, two of which are already exporting, one the kiln dried ore, 
the other alumina in powdered form, a cement factory which has been 
in full production for some time and is exporting to other territories 
in the Caribbean, a factory making pre-stressed concrete building and 
structural materials, a new canning factory, a carbon dioxide plant 
owned by the Sugar Manufacturers’ Association which now supplies 
the island’s requirements, a factory producing batteries for motor 
vehicles and ships, extension of the electricity services, and a number 
of new hotels on the north coast to accommodate the increasing 
number of tourists. 

A completely new bus service, owned and controlled by United 
Kingdom and local interests, is expected to commence operations in 
the Kingston and St. Andrew area by the end of the year. There is 
a project to make Kingston a free port and a director and an engineer 
designer are now in the city on a survey mission. An Agricultural 
Development Corporation and an Industrial Development Corporation 
to promote the development of agriculture and to encourage, facilitate 
and undertake industrial development were established early in 1952. 
The Jamaican Government gives financial support to these Corpora- 
tions who have powers, subject to Government approval, to raise 
extra funds from time to time by loan. They are both active and, 
although results so far have not been spectacular, it is thought that 
they are working on sound lines. 

A World Bank Mission visited the island last year to study economic 
conditions and make recommendations for development. Their 
report, Which is a valuable one, was issued in January and is now 
being considered by the Jamaican Government. The hurricane 
which struck Jamaica in August 1951 caused extensive damage to 
crops and property but most of its ravages have by now been repaired. 
Bananas, one of the main crops, suffered most, but recovery has been 
very good and exports in 1953 will be a post-war record. 

The Bahamas are experiencing an unprecedented wave of prosperity, 
principally due to the increased tourist traffic which is no longer 
seasonal but lasts throughout the year. Visitors during the summer, 
many of whom come on “ package tours,”’ may not stay over as long 
or spend so freely in the shops as winter visitors, but they mean more 
hotels open and more business for the catering trades. During the 
last two years, several modern business premises have been built in 
the main street of the capital, Nassau, and recently a well-known 
United Kingdom firm of building contractors secured the contract 
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for the erection of a large hotel, to be known as the Emerald Beach. 
Tenders have been invited for the construction of another large 
hotel. 

While tourism remains the mainstay of the Colony’s economy, an 
Industries Encouragement Act was enacted two years ago under 
which concessions are granted to companies or individuals proposing 
to launch light industries which are considered to be economic 
propositions. To date, factories for the production of cigarettes, 
cheap fountain pens and pencils, bags and cartons, air conditioning 
and refrigeration plants and straw and leather work have commenced 
operations. Applications have been made under the act by prospec- 
tive manufacturers of hand woven wool, cotton, linen, rayon and other 
fabrics and garments made up from these materials, foam rubber 
products and magnesite, a by-product of salt from the island of Inagua 
in the Bahamas Archipelago. 


The Government of British Honduras has recognized for some time 
that the products of the forests, lumber and chicle (gum), until recent 
years the Colony’s basic products, are wasting assets. Lack of road 
communications and any agricultural tradition amongst the Creoles, 
who are mainly of African descent, are real obstacles, but good 
progress has been made in road construction over the last ten years 
and a Central Experimental farm and a Marketing Board have been 
established to encourage and help with the production of essential 
foodstuffs, which at present are mostly imported. 


Plan for Agriculture 


During 1952 a four year plan for agriculture, which includes 
provision for increased technical staff and a soil use survey, an 
expansion of demonstration and multiplication centres and of special 
crop trials, improved breeding, agricultural loans and farm machinery 
units was approved at a cost of £330,000. These schemes are part 
of the general development plan of the colony which was approved 
in 1952 and which is estimated to cost about £1,500,000. ‘To assist 
in financing these developments, a sum of £800,000 has been allotted 
from Colonial Development and Welfare funds. A fine 35-room 
hotel, the Fort George, Belize, built by the Colonial Development 
Corporation, was opened earlier this year and is a great asset to 
British Honduras, which was sadly lacking in accommodation of this 
type. 

The writer has served for over four years in the Western Caribbean 
and in this brief space of time, he has noted progress in many direc- 
tions and fields in the face of numerous difficulties. United Kingdom 
exporters have gained considerable ground in the last seven or eight 
years and by good service and attention, they should be able to hold 
their own despite increasing activity by foreign competitors. Although 
it is true that in comparison with many other parts of the world, the 
Western Caribbean is only a small market, considerable development 
is taking place in the area and it should be fostered as a growing outlet 
for United Kingdom goods. Of particular interest is the opportunity 
open to United Kingdom manufacturers of traditional goods such as 
earthenware, china-ware, woollens and worsteds which appeal to 
American tourists who visit the islands in large numbers. 

Note :—1951 and 1952 import and export figures are largely 
preliminary, since in many instances they have not yet been published.

The 1953 edition of ‘‘ Skinner’s Cotton Trade Directory of the 
World ” (Thos. Skinner & Co., Publishers, Ltd., 330 Gresham House, 
Old Broad Street, London, E.C.2, price £3) serves to illustrate the 
widely international character of the textile industry, in which Great 
Britain has so long maintained pre-eminence. The index gives 
reference to about 17,000 companies, firms and trade associations in 
the various branches of the cotton industry. All indices and headings 
are printed in six languages. ‘The lists of exporters and merchants 
are set out by countries and towns; they embrace raw cotton 
exporters, merchants and brokers in 64 countries, and merchants of 
waste and cotton linters. 

In the section devoted to spinners, manufacturers and doublers, 
covering Great Britain and 62 overseas countries, particulars are given 
of the spindleage, number of looms, types of yarns spun and fabrics 
manufactured. ‘The Directory also contains details of rayon and 
synthetic fibre producers and processors, and a section devoted to 
the British linen, jute and flax merchants, linen spinners and manu- 
facturers, dyers, finishers, ete., and linen piece-goods merchants, 
together with lists of linen fabric manufacturers and merchants. 
The trade marks section includes some 6,000 British, 500 Canadian 
and 2,000 United States names giving the names and addresses of the 
manufacturers responsible for each trade name or mark. There are 
lists also of suppliers of machinery and accessories for the industry, 
under more than 700 headings. 


Lloyd’s Calendar 1954 


The 1954 edition of ‘ Lloyd’s Calendar" has been enlarged to 
provide space for new matter and to accommodate additional informa- 
tion in various sections of the volume. Radio aids to navigation are 
dealt with by Sir Robert Watson-Watt, and the article on the Institute 
of Navigation refers to steps taken by that body to inquire into the 
effective use of radar and the accuracy of astronomical observations. 
The new regulations for preventing collisions at sea are given. The 
“Funnels and House Flags” section has again been enlarged.

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British Trade Week in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Winnipeg reports 

the successful conclusion of British Trade Week organized for the 

fifth successive year of observance throughout the Provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, September 7 to 12. The event is now 
looked upon as an annual Fall promotion and is well supported by all 
the more important retail and wholesale merchandizing concerns, 
Provincial Governments, Municipal authorities and the Press. 

British Trade Week is essentially a publicity campaign designed to 
draw to the special attention of the buying public the British goods 
available in the stores and to develop in the minds of the people an 
awareness of the problems of two-way trade with Britain. Immediate 
results are not readily discernible although a few specific instances of 
orders gained have come to notice, but it is quite clear that British 
Trade Week helps to establish a climate for the sale of British goods 
and its value is voiced time and time again by the local representatives 
of United Kingdom firms. 

The 1953 event followed the general pattern of former years on a 
somewhat amplified scale and with much better co-ordination. The 
date was chosen well in advance after consultation with the leading 
stores and was sealed by the issue of proclamations by the two Pro- 
vincial Governments. ‘These proclamations were circulated to the 
mayors of towns and cities, who in turn issued proclamations and 
secured local publicity. 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner’s Office circulated all 
agents and distributors of United Kingdom firms outlining the plans, 
arranged for the distribution of 18,000 leaflets to shopkeepers and 
others, commissioned the preparation of a large quantity of display 
material which was supplied to stores, secured press and radio 
publicity, arranged newspaper advertising, and made a large number 
of persona! calls on business firms and officials in the more important 
centres. ‘The figure of a guardsman used as a symbol on all printed 
matter, showcards and window streamers proved most effective and 
will probably be repeated next year. 

Whilst the promotion reached all corners of the two provinces, the 
main effort was directed at Winnipeg (population 354,000), Brandon 
(21,000), Regina (72,000) and Saskatoon (55,000). Excellent window 
displays and store features were laid on by The T. Eaton Company, 
The Hudson’s Bay Company, and by Simpson-Sears Ltd. at Regina, 
gach of whom went to a good deal of expense in showing off their 
British merchandise. An animated prestige display of wool fabrics 
by the National Wool ‘Textile Export Corporation was shown in the 
Hudson’s Bay store in Winnipeg and in the same city Eaton’s staged 
a display of British cars. The City Hall in Winnipeg bore a large 
illuminated sign “ Support British Trade Week.” Specially written 
articles were used by the newspapers and by the Manitoba Govern- 
ment in its Industry and Commerce Bulletin. 


Official Co-operation 


The Government of Saskatchewan again took a very active part in 
canvassing business firms, Chambers of Commerce, and Municipalities 
within the province. ‘The Provincial Government undertook paid 
advertising, prepared and issued gratis display material and envelope 
stickers, and arranged for postal meter users to insert slogans. A 
speech recorded by Premier Douglas was issued to all radio stations. 

Noteworthy support was also given by the Saskatchewan Federated 
Co-operatives Limited. 

The foregoing briefly summarizes but does not by any means 
completely cover British Trade Week activity. It is abundantly clear,

however, that the occasion is not sufficiently well-known nor its 
importance adequately recognized by manufacturers in the United 
Kingdom. <A tremendous amount of extra work is undertaken by the 
Trade Commissioner and his staff to provide facilities for special 
promotion of British goods at an opportune time in the merchandizing 
calendar. Several of the more progressive and wide-awake agents 
have seized the opportunity and have derived great benefit but few 
manufacturers in the United Kingdom have directly concerned 
themselves. 
The following recommendations have been made by the Trade 
Commissioner :— 
‘That British firms selling in the Prairie Provinces or proposing 
to enter that market should capitalize now upon the favourable 
attitude towards British goods created by the promotion campaign. 


United Kingdom manufacturers should bear the occasion in 
mind when setting up their budget for Canadian advertising and 
should bring it to the notice of their advertising agents. 

There is no central exhibition of merchandise but firms repre- 
sented in Canada can readily arrange for window displays to be 
set up by seeking the co-operation of some of the more important 
retail outlets for their goods, provided attractive display material 
is offered. 


The large department stores are always willing to feature 
outstanding set pieces, exhibits, interesting machines or possibly 
a film, none of which need be within their own direct sphere of 
merchandizing. Such displays used in conjunction with British 
Trade Week are seen by thousands of people and attract wide 
publicity.

Canadian Tariff Classification of 


Attached Engines and Motors 


NOTICE in last week’s Board of Trade Journal stated that the 
question of the tariff classification of attached electric motors had 
been referred to the Exchequer Court and that there might be some 
delay before the Court delivered its ruling, and advised exporters 
to arrange for application to be made for a refund of any duties which 
might prove to have been overpaid. 


The Senior Trade Commissioner in Ottawa now states that the 
Exchequer Court has denied its jurisdiction to hear an appeal in this 
case. ‘The Department of National Revenue have accordingly 
accepted the Tariff Board’s ruling that ‘‘ such machines as constitute 
single physical units are dutiable as entireties without segregation of 
the motor component,”’ and have issued instructions to Customs 
officers stating that although the Board’s decision dealt only with 
attached electric motors the principle will be applied equally to 
attached engines. Normally engines and motors will be regarded as 
attached (and therefore not separately classified from the machines 
to which they are attached) when they are mounted on a common base 
or bedplate, are mounted directly on the machine or are mounted 
within its housing. Where, for safety or convenience in shipping, 
the motor or engine has been detached, it will usually still be regarded 
as attached if, when replaced, it would be mounted in one of the ways 
described, provided it is shipped with the machine to which it pertains 
and is not separately invoiced. 

In view of this ruling no claims for refund of duty will be necessary 
on current and future shipments ; but exporters of machinery which 
incorporates engines or motors that have heretofore been charged for 
duty at a higher rate than the machinery itself should arrange with their 
importers for application to be made as soon as possible for refund 
of duty paid on importations within 12 months preceding the date of 
application. 
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Trade and Financial Arrangements 


Payment of Brazilian Commercial 
Debts 


NOTES WERE exchanged on October 1 between Her Majesty’s 

Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro and the Brazilian Government 
providing for the payment of Brazil's commercial debts to creditors 
in the United Kingdom and the Colonies. 

Brazil will apply to the International Monetary Fund for a drawing 
of £10 million sterling to be used for an initial payment. 

In each year from October 1, 1953, the Brazilian Government will 
make available a minimum of £6 million for the liquidation of these 
debts. ‘This amount will be increased in any year in which Brazil’s 
total sterling receipts from all sources exceed £35 million. Interest 
will be payable by the Brazilian Government at the rate of 34 per cent. 
per annum on the oustanding debts. The Brazilian Government 
has agreed to restrict payment in sterling for purchases of petroleum 
products from United Kingdom companies to £15 million a year 
until these commercial debts are cleared off. 

The detailed procedure for carrying out these arrangements will be 
the subject of early discussion between representatives of the two 
Governments.

Western Germany and Norway 


HE West German-Norwegian Trade Agreement of December 20, 

1950, has been further prolonged for the period June 1, 1953, until 
May 31, 1954, by the initialling of the Third Additional Protocol in 
Bonn on June 1, 1953.

I to IV which replace the previous Lists I to IV which were valid 
up to May 31, 1953.

The Netherlands and 


Western Germany 


HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy at The Hague have forwarded a copy 

of lists of goods for exchange between the two countries fixed in 
July last, by the Mixed Commission established under the Nether- 
lands—Western Germany ‘Trade Agreement of January 1951. These 
lists are a revision of those drawn up in August 1952—and take into 
account subsequent liberalization measures in both countries. 

Exports from the Netherlands to Western Germany will include :-— 
chemicals, including catalysts for oil refineries, colours and dyes, 
pneumatic tyres, paper, paperboard and their manufactures, electric 
light tubes and television tubes. 

Western German exports to the Netherlands will include :—leather, 
rayon and nylon yarns and fabrics, tacks and nails, twist drills, 
aluminium foil, agricultural machinery (not liberalized), domestic 
sewing machines, tap-makers’ fittings, touring and sports cars, back- 
pedalling brake hubs, manufactures of artificial plastic materials.

Afghanistan and Western Germany 


A SUPPLEMENTARY Protocol to the Economic Agreement 
between Afghanistan and Western Germany of June 17, 1952, was 
signed in Bonn on March 10, 1953.

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Switzerland and the Netherlands

countries have been fixed for the period from October 1, 1953, to 
September 30, 1954. Swiss exports to the Netherlands include 
aluminium sheets and semi-manufactures, auxiliaries for the textile, 
paper and leather industries, non-liberalized machinery, apparatus 
and engines, and miscellaneous chemical products. 

Dutch exports to Switzerland include foodstuffs, crude iron, coke, 
vacuum cleaners and wax polishers, radio and television equipment, 
paper and paper goods.

Switzerland and Roumania 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative at Berne reports that, by an 
exchange of notes which took place at Bucharest on September 1, 
1953, the validity of the lists of goods annexed to the Trade and 
Payments Agreement of August 3, 1951, has been extended for twelve 
months, until July 31, 1954. 


Finland and Roumania 


HER MAJESTY’S representative has reported that an additional 
Protocol to the current Trade Agreement between Finland and 
Roumania (page 400, Board of Trade Journal, August 22, 1953), was 
signed in Moscow on September 9, providing for an increase in 
imports from Roumania in 1953 of Rbs. 12 million (£1,070,000). 
This sum will be set against the balance of Finland’s trade with the 
Soviet Union. 

Total Finnish imports from Roumania in 1953 to be covered by 
triangular arrangements will thus be raised to Rbs. 25 million 


(£2,230,000). 


Finland and the Eastern Zone of Germany 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Helsinki has reported that a 
third supplementary Protocol to the Agreement of December 16, 
1952, between Finland and the Eastern Zone of Germany, was 
signed in Moscow on September 15. It provides for additional East 
German exports to Finland in 1953 to the value of Roubles 2 million 
(£178,500) to be set against the surplus of Finnish exports to the 
Soviet Union. 


Iceland and Czechoslovakia 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Iceland has reported that a 
treaty of exchange and payment was signed in Prague on August 31 
last between Iceland and Czechoslovakia. 

The treaty provides for the export from Iceland of frozen fillets 
of fish, frozen and salted herrings, sheep skins with the fleece on, and 
wool, Czechoslovakia’s exports to Iceland will include textiles, 
rubber footwear, glass and glassware, herring barrels, sugar, asbestos, 
building materials and paper products. ‘The value of these exports 
should amount to about Kr. 29 million on either side. 


Timber Industry in the U.S.A.

oil; margarine ; meats, fresh, frozen, pickled, salted, smoked, 
canned or dehydrated including offals but excluding frozen poultry, 
game, rabbits and venison ; live sheep and goats.

Import Prohibition: Spirits 


THE Fiji Royal Gazette Supplement of August 7, 1953, contains a 
copy of Proclamation No. 19 of 1953, dated August 4, 1953, which is 
reproduced in full below :— 


(a) In this proclamation the term “spirits” means brandy, whisky and 

rum; 

(b) the importation of spirits into the Colony is prohibited unless the 
importer shall prove to the satisfaction of a Collector of Customs that 
such spirit is not less than three years old and is of a strength of not 
less than twenty-five degrees under proof. Provided that a Collector 
of Customs may permit either that the spirit may be exported within 
@ specified time or that it may be stored in bond until such time as a 
Collector is satisfied that the spirit is three years old: and provided 
further that a Collector of Customs shall accept as proof that the 
spirit is not less than three years old a certificate to that effect issued 
by a Collector of Customs at the port of shipment or a certificate to 
that effect issued by a public authority having knowledge of the fact : 
and provided further that in the case of spirits under the aforesaid 
strength the Comptroller of Customs may permit the strength to be 
increased by operation in bond.

Saudi Arabian Customs Tariff 


DETAILS of the new Saudi Arabian Customs Tariff have recently 
been received by the Board of Trade. Although the new law was 
promulgated in November 1952 and has been in effective use since 
December 1952, it was only published in June 1953. 


Import Duties in the new Tariff Schedule are mainly assessed on 
an ad valorem basis and rates vary from 5 per cent. to 35 per cent. 
An additional duty of 10 per cent. of the customs duty is also levied 
on all imports. Certain items such as drugs and medicines, agricul- 
tural water pumps, fertilizers and books are exempt from import duty,
